Assassination Of Strong Man

PANAMA (ffi—After

roundup, police ..announced today 
they had arrested former President 
Arnulfo Arias in connection with 
the slaying last night of President 
Jose Antonio Remon, strong man 
of this strategic Central American 
republic for 10 turbulent years. 


Secret police officials said they 


had arrested more than 20 persons 
in predawn raids aimed at catching 
the assassins who machine-gunned 
the 46-year-old Remon as he chat- 
ted with a party of friends at Juan 
Franco race track. 


Two other persons died in the 


gun battle between the President's 
bodyguard and his assassins. Three

Hkd Bloody Battle 


Police said they \nabbed Arias, 


who was thrown out ot office In 
1951 by Remon's police forces after 
a bloody palace battle, at Boquette, 
300 miles west of the capital. Arias

MILWAUKEE—Going from col- 


lege to professional basketball Is 
when a boy becomes a man. 


At Furman University, -where I 


scored 2,538 points in three seasons, 
it was a tough week when we played 
two nights in a row. When we did 
that the games were usually close 
by. And only once did we play three 
or four nights in succession. 


But with the pro's its nothing to 


play five nights a week. We played 
a game in Baltimore one night, 
then went to my home town at 
Greenville, S. C., then to Raleigh, 
N. C., on to Boston and back to 
Baltimore. 


A day off? Sure we had one. We 


spent an off day with a one-hour 
practice session in New York and 
the nexta night beat the Knicker- 
bockers in Madison Square Garden, 
110-107. 


One thing we don't have to do 


now is study. We make up for that 
by traveling and playing. 


Pro Ball Rougher 


Tt's 
a very big change over college 


ball. Pro ball is a lot rougher. There 
is more physical contact. The pros 
gTiard you closer on defense. They 
get away with a little more when it 
comes to pushing and holding. It's 


harder' to get a shot In and when 
you do you get bumped, especially 
on the jump shots. 


Incidentally, it was Lyles Alley, 


my Furman coach, who helped me 
perfect my jump shot. During my 
junior year he had me work on my 
right-handed jump' shot all summer 
and it was the only shot I used in 
my last two seasons at Furman. 


Proball is a much faster game 


and it's a longer game. In college 
we played 20-mimlte halves and in 
pro ball we play 12-minute quarters. 
That means each game is 8 minutes 
longer. 


And you must shoot for the basket 


within 24 second or lose possession. 
In college your team might control 
the ball for 1 or 2 minutes before 
each shot. And late in the game, if 
your team is leading, the ball would 
be held lor 3 minutes to slow down 
the game. 


Run And Shoot 


In pro ball it's a gruelling schedule 


for we play 80 games a season while 
in college a 25-game schedule is 
tops. One week we played five games 
hi a row. Some teams are scheduled 
to play six straight nights. 


In pro ball we're running and 


shooting all the time. I like it. 


I'll be going into the service in 


April. What I'll do when I get out 
depends on how I feel. I hope when 
I get out I can play some more pro 
basketball and then some day be- 
come a basketball coach.

52.3 degrees: The coldest day came 
on January 18 and the hottest was 
July 31. 


The year was far below- normal on 


snow with a total of only 12.85 
inches. Normal for the last 50 years 
here is about 30 inches. The most 
snow came "in. January when more 
than 10 inches, fell. 


• Longer Growing Period 


The year brought ito share of 


weather extremes with Hurricane 
Hazel getting most of the headlines. 
Drifting snow on January 12 closed 
many, roads and blocked school 
buses. There were fogs, sleet, hail, 
freezing rains, thunderstorms with 
"Hazel" October 15 probably causing 
the most damage by wind of any 
single storm of the year. 


The growing period in. 1^54 was 181 


days which was 'longer than' that 
for two years preceding. The span 
between freezes in the spring and 
fall stretched from April 10 to Oc- 
tober 8 last year. In 1953 the grow-
